DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., typographical, grammar, idiomatic, syntax 
and etc. Applicants' cooperations are requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicants may become aware in the specification. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed "gaseous 
sidestream in the stripping section" in claim 1 , b) and in claim 5 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. [There's no 
reference numeral e.g., only for the stripping section] 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
A reference to a brief description of the drawings must be provided in the 
specification to comply with 37 CFR 1 .74. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a) . There are insufficient antecedent bases for the following limitations in the 

claims. 

1) ."the stripping section", claim 1; 

2) . "the region of the lower 25% of the total number of theoretical plates", claim 5 
; and 3). "the purified alcohol", claim 8. 

b) . Claim 8 as recited is confusing and incomplete since ther is no apparent tie-in 
between the reacting step and the distillation step. 

Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following reasons: 

Note typographical error such as "(1 1 )" in claim 1 , line 8 which should be (1 ). 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
10-109952 with or without Tanaka et al ( 3, 878,058). 

JP '952 discloses substantially the process as claimed. The process of JP' 952 
differs from the claimed invention in that claim 1 , for example, recites distillatively 
separating a mixture containing a vinyl ether of the general formula R1-0-CH=CH2 and 
alcohol of the general formula R2-OH. JP '952 discloses separating a cyclohexyl vinyl 
ether/cycohexanol mixture. However, said difference does not constitute a patentable 
distinction inasmuch as by now it is well- established that just because the starting 
material and product obtained are new and unobvious, they do not impart patentability 
to the process of JP '952. See in re Durden 226 USPQ 359. Nonetheless, Tanaka 
teaches separating by distillation C2-C4 alkyl vinyl ether and C2- C4 alkanol as claimed. 
To substitute JP '952 mixture to be separated by distillation with Tanaka's mixture-in 
process would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art inasmuch as they all 
belong to same family of mixtures, i.e., to vinyl ether/alcohol family ;and accordingly 
would achieve same predictable result of separting the components of the mixture by 
distillation. 
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The pressure(s) recited e.g., in claims 1 and 2; and the temperature(s) recited in 
claims 3 and 4 are deemed to be result-effective-variables which ordinarily are within 
the skilled of the art. 

Claims 5-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Lawrence et al discloses a process wherein in the separation of vinyl ether and 
their corresponding alcohols, azeotropes of vinylether and the alcohol is obtained.
